President Orders Full 
Care by Federal Units 
for Injured Vets 

STORM TURNS NORTH 


Individuals' Views Might 
Embarrass,' Says 
President 


GENEVA, Sept. 5. UPl-Prof. 
Gaston Jeze. the representative of 
Ethiopia, spoke in behalf of the 
African empire tonight in the 
council of the League of Nations. 
When he rose to begin his ad¬ 
dress. Baron Pompeo Aloisi, Ital¬ 
ian delegate, left the chamber. 

Until Jeze started his speech, 
Aloisi had sat at the council table. 
He declared yesterday Italy could 
not longer meet Ethiopia in the 
league on a basis of equal foot¬ 
ing. 

Sudden Session 

Tonight's session was called 
suddenly after the representatives 
of the various nations had spent 
the day in private discussions of 
the crisis between Italy and Ethio¬ 
pia. 

Most particularly, they were 
concerned with Baron Aloisi's 
statement yesterday that Ethio¬ 
pia was a barbarous, uncivilized 
nation which should not be per¬ 
mitted a seat with other coun¬ 
tries. 

Professor Jeze’s speech was in 
answer to Aloisi's allegations. 

As soon as Aloisi left, his seat 
was taken by an Italian under¬ 
delegate. 

Ethiopia ‘Mad Dog’ 

Jeze launched into a defense of 
Ethiopia. He said Italy seemed 
to regard Ethiopia "as a mad 
dog.” 

He declared Ethiopia was men¬ 
aced by an aggression and ap¬ 
peared to be in mortal danger. 

“We ask,” he said, "for the 
treatment of the dispute under ar¬ 
ticle 15 of the League of Nations 
covenant.” He also demanded 
quick action by the council under 
article 10, by which the signatory 
nations pledged themselves to re¬ 
spect the integrity and political in-! 
dependence of other members of 
the league. 

Said Jeze: "Do not hesitate 
because Ethiopia is feeble and 
Italy all power.” 

“The question,” he continued, 
"is whether a war of extermina¬ 
tion will soon be launched. The 
council must not procrastinate 
because Italy may let loose her 
army.” 

He characterized Italy's accusa¬ 
tion against Ethiopia as wholly 
unjust and said he wished to voice 
an indignant protest. 

An Italian spokesman an¬ 
nounced that Italy was asking the 
suspension of the League of Na¬ 
tions council session until after a 
telephonic conference with Pre¬ 
mier Mussolini.

Wife 'Knows Plenty' in 
Judge's Mystery, Is 
Husband's Charge 

LOS ANGELES, Sept. 5. UP)— 
A sensational disclosure in the 
disappearance Aug. 6, 1930, of Jo¬ 
seph Force Crater, justice of the 
New York supreme court, was 
made today by Maurice L. Kusell, 
dance director, who filed a divorce 
complaint against Jayne Manners, 
actress, setting forth that she 
claimed to "know plenty" about 
the case. 

Kusell stated in his complaint 
that his wife told him her real 
name was June Manners, that she 
was one of the women who fig¬ 
ured in Justice Crater's life, and 
that what she knew about the dis¬ 
appearance, one of the biggest un¬ 
solved cases in many years, ’’would 
blow up the entire affair.” 

Kusell stated that his wife pre¬ 
viously boasted of her connection 
with the Crater case and warned 
him that if she were displeased 
with him at any time, "something 
might happen” to him, also. 

Kusell won an interlocutory de¬ 
cree of divorce last June, charging 
his wife had stabbed him with a 
butcher knife in a quarrel. Miss 
Manners left the state temporarily, 
but returned to have the decree 
set aside on the ground she had 
lived with Kusell after he obtained 
the decree.

“Then followed an analysis of 
Santa Ana’s tax set-up showing an 
increase from $17.50 for city pur¬ 
poses to $20.92 on property valued 
at $1000 last year. This was the 
only truthful statement in the ar¬ 
ticle. 

For obvious reasons they did not 
analyze the county taxes which 
would have showed the following: 
The taxpayer last year paid $9.20 i 
on property valued at $1000. This 
year on the same property the 
valuation is $1350 and at a 69- 
cent rate the tax will be $9.31.

PARIS, Sept. (i. wP' France and 
Spain, trade enemies since their 
negotiations for commercial trea¬ 
ties broke down, are taking it out 
on the border traffic. 

Spanish representatives to trade 
parleys left Paris in a huff at 
the beginning of the summer. Now 
competition flourishes on both 
sides of the Pyrenees to deter¬ 
mine which corps of customs 
guards can unearth the largest 
quantity of red tape.

Job to Find Bodies 
Weather bureaus at Thomas- 
ville and Quitman reported wind 
velocity at between 35 and 45 
miles an hour. The storm was ex¬ 
pected to veer towards Macon and 
then whirl across Savannah, the 
Carolinas and out to sea. 

Despite torn up railroads and 
washed away bridges, Red Cross 
and coast guards workers hurried 
their relief task on the stricken 
Florida Keys. “The next problem 
is to find and remove the bodies,” 
Coast Guard Commander H. C. 
Perkins, said. 

State department of health of¬ 
ficials said that the work of car¬ 
ing for survivors of the hurricane 
on the Upper and Lower Mate¬ 
cumbe Keys was “pretty well in 
hand.” 

The bodies in the morgue here 
were of men, except for those of 
one woman and two small girls. 

No Definite Estimate 
So devastating was the storm 
that today, more than 60 hours 
after it struck, no definite esti¬ 
mate of the dead, missing and in¬ 
jured could be made. 

Dr. Leonard K. Thompson, Red 
Cross relief chairman in the Keys 
hurricane area, reported to Wash¬ 
ington that he believed the toll 
of dead would be less than 200. 

Dr. Joe Stewart, who made an 
aerial survey of the stricken 
places, placed the total at not in 
excess of 300. 

Capt. P. T. Branking, master of 
the yacht Byronic, which made a 
rescue voyage to the Keys, de¬ 
clared the number of dead would 
be at least 500. He was sup¬ 
ported in that estimate by Capt. 
J. Pugh, who served with him on 
the yacht, and other members of 
the crew. 

Jack Combs, a Miami under¬ 
taker who led a rescue expedi¬ 
tion, said the dead would number 
between 400 and 500.

143 passengers and 77 members 
of the crew—were on the Dixie. 

Captain Sundstrom's message 
that the skipper and a skeleton 
crew remains on the Dixie was 
necessary, according to the ad 
miralty law, to enable the Morgan 
line to retain possession of the 
vessel. 

Meanwhile, the narrative of the 
marine drama was unfolded by 
some of the Dixie's early removed 
passengers. 

Ex-Santa Anan Tells 
The Rev. F. A. Wekenman, San 
Diego, Calif., former Santa Ana, 
Calif., pastor, said "Gentiles, Jews 
and Catholics all prayed alike for 
the officers and crew after the 
Dixie grounded.”

Albuquerque Crew Failed 
to Determine Why Set 
Did Not Work, Report 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 5. iJP 1 
More than 45 violations of federal 
communication commission regula¬ 
tions by transcontinental and 
Western Air lines were reported 
today after an investigation into 
an airplane accident May 6 in 
which Senator Bronson Cutting 
(R.-N. M.) and several other pas¬ 
sengers were killed. 

The report, however, stated the 
cause of the accident was not 
failure of the company's radio sys¬ 
tem to function. 

Among other things in the F. 
C. C. report were statements that: 

Radio technicians at Los An¬ 
geles and Albuquerque failed to 
inspect transmitting equipment 
enough to determine why the 
plane's set did not work: that the 
failure of the two-way receiver to 
operate satisfactorily was probab¬ 
ly due to negligence of personnel 
at Albuquerque: that the ground 
station personnel at almost all 
stations between Kansas City and 
Los Angeles did not observe com¬ 
mission regulations regarding sta¬ 
tion logs: that in four cases 
ground stations were negligent in 
attempting to communicate with 
the plane on regular schedule; that 
the radio personnel particularly at 
Kansas City, was too engaged with 
other work to make proper log en¬ 
tries and that inspection of the. 
radio equipment prior to the 
plane’s departure from Los An¬ 
geles probably would not have 
revealed the defect in the trans¬ 
mitter.

To them, death seemed just over 
the rail, in the form of pounding, 
grasping waves which threatened 
to break the Dlkie to pieces. 

Yet, fully cognizant of what 
their fate might be, the passen¬ 
gers discussed it calmly, valiantly 
suppressing any demonstration of 
terror. 

“There was no hysteria,” said 
Miss Winifred Indge, Montreal. 
“If any of the passengers were 
frightened," she added, “(hey 
stifled public show of It.” 

The crew of the Dixie was 
highly praised. 

“If we could only have felt as 
calm as the Dixie crew acted, 
everything would have been fine,” 
said Mrs. J. G. Fisher, New Or¬ 
leans. 

“The terrible experiences of the 
night at sea have been now oblit¬ 
erated by the wonderful heroism 
of the crew,” Mrs. Lyda L. Sturr, 
Newark, N. J , said. “Of course, 
we were paralyzed with fear when 
the lights failed and we were or¬ 
dered to don lifebelts ” 

The graphic story of the first 
night of repressed terror on the 
imprisoned Dixie was told by Ed¬ 
ward B. Brommell, of New York 
City. 

"The hull nf the vessel was 
pounded up and down by the 
waves and we were forced to 
take refuge in the salon,” he 
said. “After the vessel had 
been driven on a reef by a wind 
said to be 120 miles an hour at 
the stern, the crew did erery- 
thing for our comfort. 

“Short circuiting caused the 
lights to burn out at one time. It 
caused a small blaze, quickly ex¬ 
tinguished by the crew. Several 
suffered bruises."

Only $4.58 Increase 

“This year the combined rates 
amount to $4 28. If the assessed 
valuation had remained on last 
year’s basis, the taxpayers would 
have paid $42.80 on his $1000 as¬ 
sessed valuation. However, the 
assessed valuation was increased 
35 per cent, changing a $1000 
valuation to $1350. This means 
that instead of paying $42.80 the 
taxpayer will pay $57.78 this year 
where he paid $53.20 last year. 
The actual increase in money will 
be approximately $4.58 on the tax 
bill. 

"The percentage of increase is 
approximately 8.6, so that where 
the taxpayer paid a $100 bill last 
year he will pay $108.60 this year. 
If his property happened to be 
assessed at exactly $1000 last year, 
he paid $53.20, and this year, with 
the increase in assessed values, 
he would pay $57.78.”

INAL DEFECTIVE! 
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VOTERS TURN; 
DOWN WORK 
PROJECTS 

$160,000 Issues Lose by 
100 Votes; Board to 
Continue Program 

PLACENTIA. — Voters of the 
Placentia school district decided 
against a proposed $400,000 build¬ 
ing project for elementary and 
high schools here yesterday when 
they cast a negative vote on two 
bond issues, one for $110,000 for 
elementary schools and the other 
for $50,000 for Valencia high 
school. 

The total vote was 401 favor¬ 
ing the bonds and 362 against, 
according to unofficial figures, 
making the bonds fail by about 
100 votes. 

In the Yorba precinct, home of 
Mrs. Hermine Lowe, school board 
member who is reported to have 
advised against passage of the 
bonds, both issues were complete¬ 
ly blanked, with 97 "no" votes 
cast and none favoring the issue. 

Unofficial figures on the ballot¬ 
ing follow: Bradford street school, 
high school bonds, 319 yes, 65 no; 
elementary bonds, 317 yes, 68 no; 
La Jolla precinct, high school, 65 
yes, 70 no; elementary, 85 yes, 62 
no; Richfield precinct, high school, 
17 yes, 130 no; elementary, 17 
yes, 132 no. Yorba precinct, high 
school, 97 no; elementary, 97 no. 

School board members will now 
probably ask for federal funds to 
match about $60,000 fire insurance 
money held by the district and a 
small amount budgeted for build- j 
ing. With this they will rehabili- | 
tate as many buildings of the dis- , 
trict as possible, it was reported. 

Plans for the district, if the [ 
bonds were carried, included re¬ 
building work or new structures 
for four elementary plans and new 
buildings for Valencia high 
school. 

REQUEST FILED 
FOR NEW PIER 

LAGUNA BEACH. — Applica¬ 
tions for PWA aid in construction 
of a new pier and possibly a 
breakwater at Laguna Beach have 
been turned in to government au¬ 
thorities, it was reported by City 
Engineer A. J. Stead at a meet¬ 
ing of the city council last night. 

Tentative plans submitted were 
based on a 20-foot wooden struc¬ 
ture out to the rocks, with a 
concrete pier extending 400 feet 
further. The present pier extends 
285 feet above the rocks. The 
plans also included a rock-bound 
breakwater to the reef, which 
would cost approximately $57,000. 
This would leave $33,000 for the 
pier and approach and $10,000 for 
incidental expenses, he pointed , 
out. 

Mr. Stead brought up the ques¬ 
tion of sounding out public opin¬ 
ion regarding the pier and break¬ 
water projects and was instructed ;, 
to draw up a statement regarding 
advantages of the double project 
and construction of the pier as a 
single unit.

Ever think much about life¬ 
guards ? 

Neither did 1 until Chief Frank 
Crocker of Newport Beach got 
started talking the other day. Then 
I couldn't help myself. 

Faithfulness to duty, watchful¬ 
ness and efficiency have aided 
Newport in producing a record 
year as far as drownings are con¬ 
cerned, Chief Crocker says. He's 
proud of his lifeguards, and I 
don't blame him. 

Through a campaign of educa¬ 
tion of bathers, through giving 
warnings and watching with great 
care for tiring swimmers, the 
guards have produced an amazing 
record this year. The depart¬ 
ment’s emergency truck, which 
goes out only In serious cases, 
when the inhalator is needed, has 
been called upon four times this 
year. 

Only a short time ago, over 100 
calls a year wasn’t anything un¬ 
usual, according to the chief’s rec¬ 
ords. If that isn’t efficiency, we'd 
like to see some.

Those husky swimmers have 33 
human lives chalked up to their 
! credit this year. That's how many 
j people they pulled from the water. 
And that doesn’t include 191 per¬ 
sons assisted before they were in 
I need of rescue methods. 

With all the thousands of people 
swimming in the ocean and bay, 
only two have drowned this year. 
Other years show many more. How 
come, we asked the chief. 

"Although swimming may have 
been a bit more dangerous this year, 
due to the dredging, we have pub- 
j licised the fact," he replied. "There¬ 
fore people have been more watch¬ 
ful. In addition, there has been a 
definite trend toward bathing in 
the bay this year. Other sections 
of beach have been opened on the 
bay front, and lots of people swim 
there." 

* * * 

Just as a comparison, the chief 
dug out his record hooks and gave 
the following facts: In 1931, the 
rescue car answered 66 calls; 
(that’s against 4, this year); 252 
rescues, against 33 this year; 81 
assisted from the water—191 this 
year—see the record of watchful¬ 
ness of the guards? Eleven in¬ 
halator cases in 1931; three deaths 
by drowning, four by heart fail¬ 
ure. Only two this year, remem¬ 
ber. 

• • • 

And in 1931 there were 11 life¬ 
guards, three extra men and 16 on 
special duty. This year there were 
only five guards and two men on 
relief duty. I'm not wondering 
that residents of the beach are 
grateful to these men. They’ve 
earned the praise that Chief Crock¬ 
er gives ’em. 

Gene Smith was located at Co¬ 
rona Del Mar this year; Jack John¬ 
son at Balboa; Albert Irwin at 
Montero street station; George 
Foster at the camp grounds; Dick 
Johnston at Newport; Johnnie Gil- 
lis and Marco Amich were on re¬ 
lief.

What got us started on lifesav¬ 
ing was due to the chief. When 
I came around the comer, there 
was a suspicious moisture in his 
eye.

| It was built in the 1840’s, accord- 
j ing to Alfonso Yorba, by Don 
Manuel Garcia, on the site of some 
earlier mission houses. It was the 
'■ first and only two-story adobe, or 
I "casa de topanco" built in San 
j Juan. It served as a store and as 
a hotel for travelers on El Camino 
Real, he says. 

In 1857, the store was looted by 
Juan Flores and his hand, the his¬ 
torian reports. The marauders 
killed Jorge Pflugardt, storekeeper, 
after looting the building. 

The adobe was finally turned 
into a hotel by Don Domingo 
Oyharzabel, who named it the 
"French Hotel.” Don Domingo was 
a wealthy Basque sheep-owner and 
his relatives still own the old build¬ 
ing. 

An interesting fact connected 
with the structure is pointed out 
by Mr. Yorba, who says that the 
famous pepper tree at the San 
Juan Capistrano mission was start¬ 
ed from a shoot from the tree at 
the rear of the Old Adobe. That 
was in 1871.

COSTA MESA.—Work is prog¬ 
ressing rapidly on tearing up 
Southern Pacific railway tracks 
between here and the sugar fac¬ 
tory near Santa Ana. seen as the 
first step in construction of an 
overhead crossing at the Arches 
intersection on the state highway. 

The proposed crossing will be 
constructed through use of fed¬ 
eral money, appropriated sometime 
ago for the purpose.

ORANGE.—Assemblyman James 
B. Utt was speaker at the Orange 
Lions club meeting yesterday, tell¬ 
ing of happenings at the last ses¬ 
sion of the legislature, and some 
things which may happen. Cal D. 
Lester was program chairman of 
the day. 

Mr. Utt said that the state gov¬ 
ernment has assumed more and 
more of local burdens, and in the 
future may be saddled with a 
greater load. Although large 
amounts are raised by state taxa¬ 
tion large amounts are also re¬ 
turned to local communities, as in 
the case of gas tax money and 
money for the support of schools, 
he said. The governor will call a 
session of the legislature the first 
of the year in order to raise money 
for a state deficit, he added. He 
also said that he was against the 
state income tax, but finally 
agreed to the compromise bill 
which called for 25 per cent of 
that paid the federal government. 

He also opposed elimination of 
foodstuffs from the sales tax. An 
unployment insurance act was 
passed, which will do little for 
three years, and may have to be 
revised to fit in with the govern¬ 
ment acts, he declared. Abuses in 
the chain store system are evident 
but he believed this bill will not 
obtain the objective of correcting 
these abuses, as big stores will 
squeeze the tax out of employes, 
landlords or consumers, he added. 
He predicted that this tax would 
be repealed and relief sought un¬ 
der other legislation. 

In regard to the Huntington 
Beach oil situation, the speaker 
said that the question will never 
be settled until the last drop of 
oil has been taken from the state 
lands. Also that it is merely a 
fight between large companies for 
j possession of the field. Mr. Utt 
j said the pool is overrated, com¬ 
prising about 100 acres, anil at 
j best could only produce onc-half 
I million barrels per acre.

START SOON 
NEAR CITY

With practically all schools in 
the county scheduled to open next 
Tuesday. County Poundmaster H. 
D. Pickering today issued a warn¬ 
ing to parents and children to 
keep dogs away from school play¬ 
grounds. 

"Dogs must be kept off school 
playgrounds during school hours,” 
he said, declaring the order is a 
safety and health ruling by the 
various school hoards for the pro¬ 
tection of children. 

"The schools are responsible for 
the safety of the students during 


school hours," he said. "In sev¬ 
eral rases, not in this county, 
children have been bitten by pet 
dogs and the school administra¬ 
tions were blamed for not hav¬ 
ing used proper care in protecting 
the children. 

"Students are asked to cooper¬ 
ate with the schools and refrain 
from bringing their pets to school 
with them, and the parents are 
asked to assist by keeping pet 
dogs at home during school hours. 
Dogs found on school grounds will 
be impounded."

I'li probably be fired from my 
state job, but I'm .satisfied what¬ 
ever happens.” 

The woman is Mrs. Nellie Madi¬ 
son, sentenced to die for killing 1 
her husband, a Los Angeles film 
director, whom Mrs. Madison 
maintains she shot in self-de- I 
fense. 

"The minutes I was in her pres¬ 
ence seemed hours. I could not 
keep my eyes from roaming to her 
neck," said O'Brien in describing 
his visit to the Teharhapi wom¬ 
en's prison. 

"I pictured her standing on the 
trap above 13 steps in the execu¬ 
tion room at San Quentin. I ;

ed about her throat, the knot be¬ 
hind her left ear.

He related he turned to her and 
said: "Do not say anything to 
anyone—just keep this to your¬ 
self.

Jack Fisher chapter, Disabled 
American Veterans of the World 
War, last night heard Terry E. 
Stephenson declare that Jack 
Fisher, Santa Ana man, after 
whom the chapter was named, is 
ranked as one of California's out¬ 
standing heroes of the World war. 

Mr. Stephenson addressed the 
chapter and its auxiliary at the 
chapter's monthly meeting at 
Knights of Columbus hall. His 
subject was "Heroes of California.” 

“I have always felt,” said he, 
“that Jack's heroism was of such 
a modest nature that few of us 
realized the eminence to which he 
reached in the annals of the war 
department. Jack was one of two 
Californians to receive the Me- 
dalle Militaire, the highest award 
within the gift of the French gov¬ 
ernment. That was but one of 
many awards given him by coun¬ 
tries engaged in the world strife 
of 1917 and 1918.” 

Tried to Hide Medal* 
Stephenson recounted the rare 
manner in which Jack Fisher, ar¬ 
riving home from France on 
crutches recovering from wounds, 
had tried to hide the fact that he 
had medals galore for bravery in 
action. It was through records 
that Mr. Stephenson, then a 
newspaperman, pinned on Jack the 
fact that the stories were known, 
and not until then did Mr. Ste¬ 
phenson get a reluctant story or 
two from Jack. 

“Shucks!” said Jack, “I didn’t 
do any more than lots of fellows 
who did not happen to come un¬ 
der an officer’s eye.” 

“I asked Jack about that Me- 
dalle Militaire,” said Mr. Stephen¬ 
son, “which, as you know, was

makers of the apparatus were lo¬ 
cated, also in Los Angeles. A set 
was rushed to the Hathaway 
ranch. The maker’s agent said the 
apparatus never had been used on 
cattle. He held out no glowing 
hopes, and particularly was of the 
opinion that the most seriously 
afflicted calf was beyond help. 

Calf Is Saved 

The two pads through which the 
short waves pass into the pulmon¬ 
ary region were applied to the 
animal and the treatment began. 
According to Mr. Hathaway, a 
change for the better was notice¬ 
able almost immediately. The con¬ 
gestion was relieved. The treat¬ 
ment was continued, and within a 
few days the animal for which the 
grave had been dug was on its 
feet again. Today, Mr. Hathaway 
said, it is as robust and healthy 
as any animal on the place. 

The same treatment was given 
to the other six pneumonia suf¬ 
ferers. They likewise improved. 
Every one of the animals was 
saved. Since that time, which 
was late in January, four other an¬ 
imals at the Hathaway yards have 
been afflicted with pneumonia, and 
all have been saved by the short 
wave radio treatment. The method 
has a 100 per cent record on the 
Hathaway ranch.

British liners today rescued all the 
736 passengers of another British 
ship, the S. S. Doric, after it had 
collided early this morning with, 
the French S. S. Foigny in the 
Atlantic off the coast of Portugal. 

The collision occured in a fog. 
The sea was calm. The passengers 
accepted the interruption of their 
holiday cruise without a sign of 
panic. Instead, they sang as they 
awaited their turn at the lifeboats 
and sang again as they pulled 
away to safety. 

No Casualties 

The Cunard-White Star line, 
owner of the ship, announced: 
“There were no casualties. All 
the passengers have been taken 
off the Doric and are being 
taken to London. The Doric 
herself Is sailing for Vigo under 
her own steam.” 

The rescue was accomplished by 
the Orion of the Orient line and 
the Viceroy of India of the P. and 
O. line. 

Second Interruption 

For many of the Doric's passen¬ 
gers, the accident was a second 
interruption to the pleasure of the 
ocean cruise. TTTany of them had 
started out from the British Isles 
on the. S. S. Laurentic, which was 
in collision Aug. 16 in the Irish 
sea with the S. S. Napier Star. 
They transfered to the Doric and 
proceeded on to the Mediterranean. 

They were due back home Sat¬ 
urday. 

The crash came while the pas¬ 
sengers still slept.

FOR SELF PRESERVATION 

S ANTA ANA is facing two important bond elections 
this month and next. 

The Santa Ana High School district will seek authori¬ 
zation of bonds in the sum of $180,000 to finish the 
$328,000 building project for the high school and Lathrop 
Junior High school. 

In addition to that issue, Santa Anans will vote on 
the county’s flood control project, which calls for 
$6,620,000 in county bonds. Both of these measures are | 
vital; both should be studied and both should be sup¬ 
ported. 

In each case taxpayers are to receive liberal aid from 
the government, the school board from the Public Works 
administration in the sum of $148,000 and the flood con¬ 
trol project from the war department in the sum of 
$6,374,000, provided both projects receive final approval. 

We do not see how either undertaking can be passed ! 
by if good business sense is used. In the first place, the j 
school program is largely a replacement of what was 
taken away by earthquake; in the case of the flood con¬ 
trol project, we are contemplating a subject which long I 
has been booted about because of various differences, 
some of them political, some of them purely selfish. While | 
there is not complete accord on the Elliot plan as it now 
stands, it appears to have more backing than at any other 
time since its proposal. 

As to the business side of both projects, one has but 1 
to consider the fact that possibly never again will either j 
the school district or the county have an opportunity to 
benefit in such a big way by the government’s plan of 
public financing. Patriotic and public-spirited Fullerton ; 
recently voted an elementary rebuilding program of i 
$156,000 and a similar issue of school bonds because the 
need was great and because the city’s best business heads 
decided it would be throwing money away not to. Brea 
also approved a school bond issue of $115,000 last month, i { 
The water plan has the double advantage of provid- j 
ing for both flood control and an increased and assured 
water supply, according to the best engineering minds ; c 
who have given years of study to the problem. The scheme 
is a comprehensive one, designed to care for the varying i t 
interests of the several districts within its area. Possibly J r 
no plan ever proposed will settle the water fight for all j l g 
time, but this one approaches that idea and deserves the o 
utmost study and consideration. a

RINGING THE BELL AGAIN 

W HAT sounds something like a new Declaration of 
Independence has been drawn up and signed by 
potato farmers in New Jersey. The farmers have been 
ordered by the AAA to curtail crops and regulate them¬ 
selves in various arbitrary ways. Their reply: 

“We shall produce on our land such potatoes as we 
may wish to produce, and dispose of them in such a man¬ 
ner as we may deem proper.” 

That’s the good old American spirit, and probably 
most citizens will applaud it. Secretary Wallace, who 
seems to have succeeded in creating an abnormal food 
shortage, doubtless will denounce it. 

The potato farmers’ defiance merely restates an old 
national principle: That a man has a right to do what he 
likes with his own life and his own property, as long as 
he injures no one else. 

In a nation in which millions are underfed, it is ridicu¬ 
lous to maintain that anyone can be injured by food pro¬ 
duction. Millions, however, are hurt by fantastic govern¬ 
ment schemes to create scarcity of food—at the expense 
of the very people who don’t get enough of it. 

We need more Declarations of Independence—from 
farmers and businessmen and wage-earners and every 
group that has felt the chill, dead hand of political regu¬ 
lation. 

It is time the American people told their temporary 
rulers that they propose to run their own lives in their 
own way—as their forefathers did.

HUEY LONG’S VICTIMS 

TT IS too early to announce that Huey Long dug his own 
1 political grave with his mouth when he filibustered 
social security and other funds to death on the last night 
of Congress. Furthermore, it is not so very important. 
We are among those who believe that sooner or later the 
Kingfish will suffer the sentence of oblivion that passes on 
the shallow and noisy demagogues it raises to moments of 
power. 

But we are concerned with the victims of the fili¬ 
buster, particularly the 20 million working men, aged and 
blind poor and crippled and under-privileged children 
whom the Social Security Act would have benefitted im¬ 
mediately. 

_ The contributory old-age annuity system will not go 
into effect until 1942, hence the loss of immediate funds 
will not affect this section of the act. But Federal grants 
to old age pension states must now be postponed until next 
April. Thus, the 35 states and two territories that have 
old-age pension laws—and those that might have passed 
such laws in special sessions this fall—must wait for 
Federal aid. Under the new act a potential 1,500,000 
needy old folks past 65 would be drawing $30 or more a 
month. Until funds are available the present scanty aver¬ 
age of $14.69 a month probably will have to suffice. Only 
230,000 old folks now draw pensions.
